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MANITOBA POLITICS. 

The deep, dark, cavernous silence 
of the slleged liberal Free Press on 
railway question, is very evenly balanc- 
ed by the similar silence of its confrere 
the Telegram. The 
Manitoba provincial election campaign 
is now on, and apparently by nm inal 
consent between these two exponents 
of party purity and elevated journal- 
ism the question of responsibility for 
Galicia immigration is to the issue. 
The faci that the Manitoba government 
has nothing to do with Galician immi- 
gratior,and that only a very small part 
of that immigration is in Manitoba, 
makes this a perfectly safe question 
for discussion at the moment. Mach 
safer than tho question of reduced 
rates on farmers’ grain to Lake 
Superior, which might be supposed to 
be a question of first importance in 
Manitoba, and as to which the Mani- 
toba government has already had 
some say. If the farmer's attention 
can be kept away from the important 
railway question until the elections 
are over, whichever party is successful 
will be in a posifion to make profit- 
able deals with the railway promoters, 
as they could not if either were elected 
on a pledge to protect the public 
interest. 

Although the Galician disscusion 
has no very direct bearing on Mani- 
toba polictics it is a subject of special 
interest in this part of the North- 
west. Therefore the crooks and 
turns of the Free Press on the subject 
are interesting as well as amusing. 
The opposition it seems allege that 
50,000 Doukhobers have 
come into the West. The Free Press 
declares this a libel and asserts that 
orly about 20,000 of the two nation- 
alities have come so far. This isa 
peculiar position for the Press to 
to take. If these are the desirable 
people the Free Press claims they are 
surely the acquiring of 50,000 instead 
of 20,000 is something to be enlarged 
on and gloried in, not minimized or 
apologized for. To make the matter 
worse the Free Press is blaming the 
conservative government for introduc- 
ing the Galicians to the country. 
Surely this is not blameworthy if their 
presence is so desirable as the Free 
Press would have us believe. 

On thing, however, is made evident 
by this discussion, namely that the 
doctrine preached by the Free Press 
that any man who will cultivate the 
ground is a good enough settler for the 
Canadian. West, does not go when it 
comes to an electoral appeal to the 
men whose enterprise, sacrifices and 
endurance have made the country all 
that it is, and whose hope has always 
been not merely to raise wheat for 
the C. P. R. to haul, but to establish 
for themselves and their wives, their 
sons and their daughters,an intelligent 
and progressive civilization in this 
great West of Canada, It was not 
with the view of being subject to, or 
influenced by, the rules, usages and 
social customs of Galicia or the Cau- 
casus that the men who made and 
are making the Canadian West came 
here. In order to save Mackenzie & 
Mann the Free Press is apparently 
compelled to let its friends, the Gali- 
cians and Doukhobors, go over board.

THE GRAVEL RIVER KOUTE. 

J. M. Swiggert, of the Yukon Valley 
Mining & Prospecting Co., returned 
from Dawson on Monday’s train. Mr. 
Swiggert went down the Athabasca 
last year with the other members of 
the company, and was amongst those 
whc, were sent on to the Yukon, while 
the main body of the party remained at 
Great Slave lake. His branch of the 
party numbering eight reached Fort 
Norman early in October and decided 
to join the prospectors who were start- 
ing from there to reach the head waters 
of the Macmillan by way of Gravel 
river. At Norman they were told by 
Indians that there was a practicable 
route of travel up the Gravel and over 
to the Macmillan. That the Indians 
had been over and had seen white 
miners working thece, who took out 
pieces of gold as large as a watch. 
They had built two houses aad had 
been there several summers, goiag 
away in the fall and returning in the 
spring. About 100 men altogether 
had stopped at Norman on their way 
north, having decided to take that 
route. 

About forty of them tracked 
their boats up the Gravel until they 
were stopped by ice forming. The cur- 
rent was very swift, the work slow and 
laborious, and the exposure great. The 
remainder, about 55, stayed at Norman 
until October 21st, when they started 
out with sleds on 24 feet of snow. 
They took an Indian guide and cut 
across country 78 miles to strike the 
Gravel river a long piece above its 
mouth, believing that they could save 
considerable distance as compared with 
following it up from the mouth. Each 
man had about 800 pounds of supplies. 
He could only haul 150 pounds at a 
time on bis sled, so that the distance 
was made in stages of about ten miles. 
The same ground being doubled over 
from camp to camp until each man 


Fort Norman to the Gravel river and 
six months in making the 300 miles 
from Norman to the Stewart river. 
Counting the doubling back, they 
travelled 2,700 miles to make 300. 
Their guide who was engaged to take 
them tothe Macmillan, turned out to 
be unsatisfactory, and on reaching the 
Gravel river he was discharged. After- 
wards the party followed their judg- 
ment, and their coming out on the 
Stewart instead of the Macmillan may 
have resulted from their having taken 
the wrong fork of the Gravel. The 
country between Norman and the 
Gravel river was timbered and not very 
mountainous except in one place. 

The party which portaged from 
Norman reached the river at about the 
place that the river party were frozen 
in. They had made sleighs, and from 
there the whole party travelled to- 
gether. Travelling on the ice was 
very disagreeable as water from springs 
overflowed the ice in many places. 
This water could not be avoided. The 
men had their feet wet frequently. 
Some had their feet more or less 
severely frost bitten and one man 
Chas. Geilds, of New York, lost his 
life. After a hard pull through one of 
these overflows he sat down on his 
sleigh to rest and was frozen to death. 
His body was found next morning by 
the men doubling back. As a grave 
could not be dug the body was wrap- 
ped in blankets and placed on a 
scaffold. Two men of tue party which 
had tracked up the river died of scurvy 
about New Years, but Mr. Swiggert 
did not Jearn their names. The snow 
became deeper as the height of land 
was approached until it reached a depth 
of about five feet. The Gravel river 
was followed to its head about 22 
miles from where it was first reached. 
The country there was high, but not 
mountainous. A small stream was 
followed for about sixteen miles beyond 
the divide. There it was large enough 
to float a boat, and there the party 
stopped on April 21st, and began to 
build boats. 

On May 18th they started down 
what they supposed to be the Mac- 
millan, but which turned out to be the 
south fork of the Stewart. There was 
about 150 miles of bad rapids on this 
branch of the Stewart. Some of these 
were portaged and others run in boats. 
Twenty-three boats in all started down 
the Stewart. Some were totally 
wrecked and almost all the others were 
damaged. . The Spring-Rice party had 
three boats and lost ail three with 
their contents. This party and all 
others who lost their boats or supplies 
were taken in and provided for by other 
| parties. There was sufficient food for 
everybody as it was, but it would not 
have lasted another month. 

On June 6th, Victor McFarlane, of 
Hamilton, was knocked off the boat in 


Atlantic transportation facilities, with- 
out bonusing the so-called fast Atlan-| ® rl 


appropriate ceremony as was 
the body was laid in the grave. The 
first knowledge the party had that 
they were on the Stewart was after 
they had gone down about 100 miles. 
They found a tree on which were the 
names of two men and the date Aug. 
18, 1897, with the information that 
this was the Stewart river and 321 
miles from the Yukon. One of the 
names was Blair. 

No ts of any account were 
found on the Stewart, although there 
was flour gold on all the bars. For the 
last 100 miles above its mouth masy 
bars were being worked by miners for 
$5 to $10 aday. This was not good 
pay, but the men were working to get 
a grub stake. Dawson was reached on 
July 8th. While going down the 
Stewart the party had all the fresh 
meat they needed. Moose were 80 
pumerous that they were shot from the 
boats. 
Amongst those who made the trip were 
a Miss Jones, who was accompanying 
her brother, and a German woman 
named Rosie. Miss Jones pulled a 
sleigh part of the way and the German 
woman all the way. Both are now in 
Dawson. The German woman was 
one of a party from Sandon, B. C., the 
leader of which, Hoffman, was drown- 
ed in Great Slave lake. Hoffman’s 
wife went on to the Yukon by the Rat 
river route. Of course the hardships 
of the trip were very great, but they 
were undertaken with a knowledge of 
of what they were, and with the belief 
that they could be overcome. Paul 
R. T. Kusch, a member of the Yukon 
Valley Mining & Prospecting Co. had 
his feet frozen badly while going up 
Gravel river. He was hauled on a sled 
by members of the party all the way 
to Stewart river. He is now in Daw. 
son and all right, having had no 
amputation. Three physicians were 
with the party, Drs. Delabo, Buck and 
Bond, the two latter from Chicago. 


Regarding the deaths of Bruce, Elliott, ° 
“Pat” and the shoemaker, reported | 


by Clark, of Tilsonburg, whose report 
appeared in last issue, Mr. Swiggert 
says that all four are alive and well in 
Dawson. The shoemaker had one 
toe amputated, but recovered com- 
pletely. Mr. Swiggert is emphatic on 
the point that the only deaths are the 
four which he mentions, As he was 
nearly a month later in crossing the 
pass than Clark he has better khow- 
ledge of what occurred amongst those 
in the rear of the party. He is positive 
that 95 men reached Dawson safely 
over this route.

both at the Smoky river and Ver- 
milion. At Chipewyan, the centre of 
a country which was formerly only 
inhabited by Chipewyans, the Rev. 
Father preached in Cree to a very 
large congregation, who understood 
that language. The Crees and Chipe- 
wyans have intermarried consider- 
ably, which has spread a knowledge 
of the Cree language very largely. At 
McMurray also there is a large ad- 
mixture of Crees amongst the Chipe- 
wyans. While at McMurray the Rev. 
Father in one day baptised a newly 
born infant and a man 80 years of age.

Colin Fraser, trader, left Chipewyan 
by boat at the same time as the com- 
mission party. Although they had 
transport by the H. B. Co. steamer to 
McMvrray, he reached the Landing as 
soon as they did. There he sold his 
furs to R. Secor], of McDougall & 
Secord, for $17,000, and at once start 
ed some boats back to Chipewyan. 

One hundred and forty returning 
Klondikers were seen on the river 
making their way out. Some of them 
have already reached the Landing and 
the others will arrive shorly. - 

Messrs Deschambault and McKay 
went east on Saturday’s train, Com- 
missioner Laird will go to-morrow 
morning.

BEAT THE STEAMBOAT. 


Colin Fraser, trader of Chipewyar 
arrived on Sunday by way of the Landing 
Mr. Fraser made a quick trip considering 
thatthe water in the Athabasca was 80 
high. He left Chipewyan on hour after the 
H. B. steamer Graham, bound fcr Me- 
Murray. His 
deep, 6 feet wide at bottom and 12 “eet at 
top. He passed the steamer as she was 
wind bound on an island, but she passed 
him again before he reached the south side 
of the lake. Coming up the Athabasca he 
was delayci by his men killing a moose, 
the steame: was met on her return trip at 
Little Red River, 35 miles below Me- 
Murray. 

When Mr. Fraser reached McMurray 
every one had already left for the Landing 
by row boat. He was held for 24 days by 
high water in getting over the rapids, but 
caught three boats of returning prospectors 
with H.B. Co., transport below Pelican 
rapids. Shortly afterwards passed two 
more boat loads of returning prospectors, 
and at Wapiscow portage caught the treaty 
commission. ‘Travelled with the treaty 
commission fer three days and reached the 
Landing a few hours ahead of them. having 
thus passed all the passengers who had 
come up from“ ipewyan to McMurray by 
H. B. steamer, except a few who came on 
in light canoes. He was at the Landing 
three and a half days ahead of the H. B. Co. 
transport. On the scow he had a crew of 
14 men, exclusive of himself, the cook and 
two passengers. 

Mr. Fraser had a most succesful trading 
season. He sold his fnr to R. Secord, of 
McDougall & Secord, at the Landing for 
$17,000. Goods ordered last winter were 
at the Landing ready for shipment and 
were at once sent down the river. Last 
spring Mr. Fraser had a severe loss. His

River very high, portaged 
all our stuff by mainland at Grand 
Rapids, which took us one day. We 
met Messrs. Connors and Steven just 
below Grand Rapids. They were mak- 
ing good time as this high water is just 
the thing for them. 

Going to Fond du Lac the Indian 
commission made rather zood time, 
being in luck as regards the wind 
which everything depends on. The 
lake (Athabasca) is a large sheet of 
water and quite dangerous for small 
boats—even our big 45 feet sturgeon 
head had a tough time. Sometimes 
the seas shook it as it was made of 
matchwood. The country around 
Athabasca lake is rocky, with high 
hills, all over which reach the lake 
here with perpendicular rocks deep 
down into the lake. White quartz 
could be seen all over, but wheather 
it is gold bearing I could not say. 
Trout are there in plenty,and while go- 
ing along we caught about 30,8 pound 
ones, which made fine eating. White 
fish could be seen in plenty swimming 
round near the shores, as the water is 
so clear that bottom can be seen at 15 
to 20 feet. 

Treaty at Fond du Lac was made 
and nearly 5,000 dollars paid out to 
the Indians. There is a Roman Catho- 
lic church, H. B. Co. post and a post 
kept by Colin Fraser, also several small 
half-breed houses, The houses are 
built on sound foundation, everything 
being rock. 

Talk about the thousand islands— 
they are hardly in it with the islands 
at the far end of Lake Athabasca. They 
form a regular labyrinth of the chan- 
nel to be travelled that none but an 
experienced guide could find. Those is- 
lands commence after crossing what is 
called the Black bay—a fitting name. 
We ieft one side of the bay at 6 a. m. 
and reached the other at 5 p. m.,it hav- 
ing taken us 11 hours to cross it. The 
distance is as near asI can say 35 or 
40 miles. Just across this bay as I 
said before, are the islands on the Fond 
du Lac side of the lake. The first is- 
land struck is Prayer island, christened 
so by Roman Catholic missionaries, 
who have erected a cross on it. At 
thie cross they always land and offer 
a prayer to their maker for their safe 
journey across the bay. 

Black bay draws its name from the 
black looking aspect which it assumes 
at the end, which is caused by the cliffs 
and black hills surrounding it. In 
crossing this bay one is most of the 
time 20 miles or more from land any 
where. 

On our return to Chipewyan Mr. 
Round, the”company’s transport agent, 
was then waiting to take us on to the 
Landing Mr. Round is a good man, 
and everything runs more satisfactorily 
when he is personally present. At 
least we know who to go to in case any- 
thing is wanted—and whe to grouse at 
at all times.
